A graduate of Ontario Art College, 
Fraser majored in drawing and painting 
and etching, with studies in fibre, clay, 
and photography. 

“I’ve expanded my artwork in many 
directions,” she said. 

Jordan Art Gallery, she said, was 
formed in the mid-90s when the village 
of Jordan was being transformed. Four 
partners came together and started up 
the gallery to feature the work of artists 
from across Niagara. 

“It’s not a co-op, it’s a partnership,” 
Fraser stressed, adding there are now 
eight partners. 


With glassblowers, woodworkers, 
those that work with clay, and fine art 
painters showing their work, people 
from across Niagara and the world stop 
in to see what the gallery has to offer, 
Fraser said. 

Each month different artists are fea¬ 
tured, including artists from across 
Canada. 

“We have great artists showing." 

Fraser said one of the gallery's part¬ 
ners, a landscape painter, has started to 
work in encaustic paintmg. 

“It’s a very ancient art form that’s 
being revitalized,” said Fraser.

Jeffs said there’s

facturer TSP Canada Towers Inc. late 
last year. PowerBlades has been in 
discussion with the company. 

With Wainfleet being on record 
opposed to wind turbines, the 
mayor hopes parts manufactured in 
Welland and Thorold go to willing 
host communities. 

Premier Kathleen Wynne has 
stated wind turbines would only be 
installed in communities that are 
willing to have them. Wainfleet has 
declared itself an unwilling host. 

Asked whether her comments 
might stir up trouble with her fellow 
mayors in Thorold and Welland, 
Jeffs, a small business owner, said 

“I’m not anti-jobs ... I get that so 
much has left the area. I don’t see 
these as long-term jobs... I just don’t 
want to lose the focus on small- to 
medium-sized businesses.” 

She has discussed green energy 
and wind turbines before with 
Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe and 
Thorold Mayor Ted Luciani and 
said they each respect the other's 
position.
